hedged  in  between  the  Mississippi  and  Illinois  rivers,  near  the  confluence 
of  those  two  ^reat  streams,  Pike  County,  in  west  central  Illinois,  is  renowned  as 
the  locale  of  "Pike  County  Ballads,"  as  one  of  the  oldest  of  the  102  counties  in 
the  Prairie  State  and  as  the  early  stamping-ground  of  numerous  historical  figures, 
among  them  Abraham  Lincoln,  Stephen  A.  Douglas  and  Mark  Twain. 

It  is  also  celebrated  for  the  savory  products  of  its  many  and  extensive  apple 
orchards.  One  of  the  outstanding  sights  in  Illinois  each  spring  season  are  the 
miles  and  miles  of  white  apple  blossoms  along  the  highways  of  Pike  County,  a 
scene  that  brings  hundreds  of  visitors  to  the  area.  Of  interest,  too,  is  that  the 
world's  largest  and  oldest  nursery,  the  Stark  Brothers  Nursery,  is  located  just 
across  the  Mississippi  River  from  Pike  County,  in  Louisiana,  Missouri. 

When  Pike  County  was  organized  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  years  ago,  it 
embraced  practically  all  of  the  northern  portion  of  Illinois,  including  the  then 
little  log  settlements  of  Chicago,  Peoria  and  Rock  Island.  In  the  years  following, 
however,  more  than  fifty  counties  were  formed  out  of  the  land  area  once  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  Pike  County.  Today,  the  land  area  of  Pike  is  829  square  miles.  In 
point  of  population,  it  ranks  1,312th  among  the  3, 103  counties  in  the  United  States. 

MARQUETTE   AND   JOLLIET 

First  white  men  to  view  the  area  that  afterwards  became  Pike  County  were 
the  French  explorers.  Father  Jacques  Marquette  and  Louis  Jolliet.  After  their 
historic  journey  of  1673,  when  they  glimpsed  future  Pike  County  from  both  the 
Mississippi  and  Illinois  rivers,  the  two  Frenchmen  claimed  all  of  the  upper  Mis- 
sissippi Valley  for  the  King  of  France.  And  this  vast,  mid-continental  region 
remained  under  the  French  flag  until  the  close  of  the  French  and  Indian  Wars  in 
1763,  at  which  time  it  became  a  British  possession. 

Then,  during  the  American  Revolution,  it  was  captured  by  George  Rogers 
Clark  and  his  band  of  American  backwoodsmen.  Soon  after  the  end  of  that  conflict 
in  1783,  what  is  now  Pike  County— and  Illinois— became  part  of  the  Northwest 
Territory,  a  widespread,  fertile  area  out  of  which  were  later  carved  the  states  of 
Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Michigan,  Wisconsin  and  part  of  Minnesota.  In  1809  Illinois 
became  an  independent  territory,  and  in  1818  it  was  admitted  to  statehood. 


"MILITARY   TRACT" 

When  the  War  of  1812  came  to  an  end,  the  United  States  government  set  aside 
a  large  tract  of  land  in  Illinois  for  veterans  of  that  conflict.  Each  ex-soldier  was 
awarded  a  quarter  section  of  land  in  this  region,  afterwards  familiarly  known  as 
the  "Military  Tract."  And  it  was  in  this  area  that,  in  1821,  Pike  County  was 
formed— the  first  county  in  the  Military  Tract. 

Located  between  the  Illinois  and  Mississippi  rivers  and  bounded  on  the 
north  by  a  line  running  from  La  Salle  to  Rock  Island,  the  great  Military  Tract, 
however,  proved  of  little  interest  to  veterans  of  the  War  of  1812,  most  of  whom 
lived  in  Eastern  cities.  Few  came  out  to  settle  on  their  "prairie  quarters,"  as 
the  grants  were  called.  It  seems  they  were  reluctant  to  undertake  the  hardships  of 
living  on  what  was  then  the  frontier. 

Many  veterans,  we  are  told,  sold  their  "patent  land"  (another  name  for  the 
grants)  for  as  little  as  SlOO.  Others  traded  theirs  for  a  horse,  a  cow,  or  maybe  a 
watch.  Some  even  went  so  far  as  to  exchange  their  "prairie  quarters"  for  a  pair 
of  new  shoes.  The  story  is  told  that  one  old  New  York  shoemaker  secured  a  num- 
ber of  fine  Illinois  quarter  sections  of  land  in  return  for  making  a  few  pairs  of 
shoes. 

But  there  were  other  Easterners,  particularly  a  group  in  and  around  Pitts- 
field,  Massachusetts,  who  went  "west"  and  became  settlers  in  the  new  State  of 
Illinois.  Among  these  were  the  pioneers  of  Pike  County.  At  first,  however,  some 
of  them  had  difficulties  in  distinguishing  between  soldiers'  "patent"  land  and 
"Congress"  land,  the  latter  being  land  on  which  they  could  settle  before  buying 
it  from  the  government. 

Oftentimes,  a  settler  would  build  a  log  cabin  home,  lay  out  a  farm  and  ac- 
quire livestock  only  to  have  a  patent-holder  show  up  and  claim  his  land  and  all  of 
his  improvements.  Frequently,  too,  unscrupulous  "land  sharks"  would  turn  up 
with  a  number  of  patent  titles  and  close  in  on  a  settler.  One  such  who  early  oper- 
ated in  Pike  and  other  Military  Tract  counties  was  Toliver' Craig,  who  forged 
patents  and  deeds.  He  was  subsequently  arrested  and  in  the  jail  at  Cincinnati  he 
attempted  to  commit  suicide.  After  serving  a  year's  term,  however,  Craig  was 
released  and  that  was  the  last  heard  of  him. 

FIRST   SETTLER 

Recorded  as  the  first  permanent  white  settler  within  the  present  limits  of 
Pike  County  is  Ebenezer  Franklin,  who  came  in  March,  1820.  There  is  a  local 
tradition  that  a  French-Canadian  hunter  named  Tibault  arrived  sometime  between 
1817  and  1819,  but  he  did  not  establish  a  permanent  home  in  the  future  county. 

When  Ebenezer  Franklin  came  and  located  on  a  site  about  a  mile  east  of  the 
future  village  of  Atlas,  he  brought  with  him  his  wife,  son,  three  daughters  and  a 
man   named  Israel  Waters.   In  the   beginning,  the  Franklins  had  to  live   in  a  tent, 
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there    being   no   neighbors   anywhere   in   the   wilderness   region   roundabout  to    offer 
them  temporary  shelter. 

About  two  months  later,  or  in  early  June  of  1820,  another  man  arrived  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Franklin  tent  and  located  a  claim.  He  was  Daniel  Shinn,  second 
settler  of  present-day  Pike  County  and  the  person  after  whom  the  village  of  Shinn 
is  named.  But  Daniel  Shinn  did  not  bring  members  of  his  family  with  him,  leaving 
them  temporarily  at  Fdwardsville. 

As  soon  as  possible,  Ebenezer  Franklin  and  Daniel  Shinn  erected  log  cabins, 
both  helping  each  other  in  this  work.  Then  Shinn  brought  his  family,  consisting  of 
his  wife  and  eight  children,  to  the  area  that  afterwards  became  Atlas  Township. 
Subsequently,  Daniel  Shinn  became  known  as  one  of  the  best  wolf-hunters  in  the 
countryside,  a  role  thrust  upon  him  by  the  loss  of  many  hogs  when  he  first  settled 
there. 

ARRIVAL  OF   THE   ROSSES 

An  early  and  influential  family  in  Pike  County  history  was  the  Ross  clan. 
Natives  of  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts,  they  headed  a  group  from  that  town  which 
moved  westward,  and,  late  in  1820,  settled  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Franklin  and 
Shinn  cabins.  The  Ross  family  consisted  of  William  Ross  (afterwards  a  militia 
colonel),  Captain  Leonard  Ross  (veteran  of  V/ar  of  1812),  Dr.  Henry  J.  Ross  and 
Clarendon  Ross.  All  brought  their  families  with  them.  In  1823  Colonel  U'illiam 
Ross  helped  to  lay  out  the  village  of  Atlas,  and,  at  a  later  date,  the  town  of 
Pittsfield. 

PIKE   COUNTY   ORGANIZED 

In  addition  to  the  Rosses  and  their  friends  from  Massachusetts,  there  soon 
cam.e  other  settlers  from  New  York  state,  Ohio,  Virginia  and  Kentucky,  this  being 
the  era  of  the  great  westward  migration  in  American  history.  By  1821  there  were 
enough  residents  between  the  Illinois  and  Mississippi  rivers  to  form  a  new  county, 
and  thus  it  was  that  on  January  31,  1821,  the  state  legislature  authorized  the 
formation  of  a  new  county  in  this  region.  It  was  given  the  name  of  Pike  County, 
after  Zebulon  M.  Pike,  the  American  general,  explorer  and  discoverer  of  Pike's 
Peak  in  Colorado. 

In  the  beginning,  as  we  have  seen.  Pike  County  embraced  practically  all  of 
the  northern  portion  of  Illinois,  including  what  were  then  the  small  log  settlements 
of  Chicago,  Peoria  and  Rock  Island.  A  publication  of  the  time,  the  "Gazetter  of 
Illinois  and  Missouri,"  stated  simply  that  Chicago  is  "a  village  of  Pike  county, 
containing  12  or  15  houses  and  about  60  or  70  inhabitants." 

But  Pike  County  did  not  long  retain  this  vast  size.  In  1823  another  new 
county,  Fulton,  was  organized  out  of  a  portion  of  Pike,  and  still  another  portion 
was  cut  off  from  it  when  Schuyler  County  was  established  in  1825.  Thus,  gradu- 
ally, Pike  County  shrank  to  its  present  size  of  829  square  miles.  The  first  county 


seat  of  Pike  was  at  Coles'  Grove,  now  Gilead,  in  Calhoun  County.  But  in  1823. 
when  Pike  first  began  to  shrink  in  size,  a  new  county  seat  was  set  up  in  the 
village  of  Atlas,  which  recently  had  been  laid  out  by  Colonel  William  Ross  and 
Rufus  Brown.  The  last-named  opened  at  Atlas,  the  first  tavern  in  Pike  County. 

GOVERNOR   JOHN   WOOD 

Another  early  settler  of  Pike  County,  who  came  in  the  same  year  as  the 
Rosses,  was  John  Wood,  afterwards  to  become  founder  of  the  city  of  Quincy  (in 
Adams  County),  a  friend  of  Lincoln,  an  organizer  of  the  Republican  party,  a  Civil 
War  officer  and  governor  of  Illinois.  When  John  Wood  and  a  companion,  Willard 
Keyes,  arrived  in  future  Pike  County  in  1821,  they  located  on  a  tract  of  land  just 
below  the  site  where  New  Canton  was  later  platted.  It  seems  they  not  only  farmed 
here  but  set  up  a  "bachelor's  hall,"  this  being  a  log  cabin  where  newly-arrived 
bachelors  might  stay  until  they  had  found  wives. 

The  story  is  told  that  one  day,  while  they  were  traveling  in  the  countryside 
about  thirty  miles  northwest  of  the  village  of  Atlas,  John  Wood  turned  to  his  com- 
panion. Colonel  William  Ross,  and  said  that  here  he  would  lay  out  a  city.  But 
Colonel  Ross  expressed  doubt  about  the  prospects  of  John  Wood's  proposed  city. 
"It's  too  near  Atlas,"  concluded  Colonel  Ross.  The  site  that  John  Wood  had 
chosen  that  day  is  now  the  city  of  Quincy,  with  a  population  of  41,450. 

COUNTY   COMMISSIONERS'   COURT 

First  business  of  the  County  Commissioners'  Court  of  newly-organized  Pike 
County,  which  held  its  initial  meeting  on  April  24,  1821,  at  Coles'  Grove  (after- 
wards to  become  Gilead,  in  Calhoun  County),  was  to  issue  a  tavern  license  to 
Belus  and  Egbert  Jones  upon  their  paying  $3.00  for  the  license.  Then  Belus  Jones 
was  appointed  constable  for  the  new  county.  "The  liquor  traffic,"  says  an  old 
historical  work,  "evidently  was  not  great  enough  to  employ  the  entire  time  of  the 
two  gentlemen,  and  as  the  newly-organized  county  needed  a  Constable,  Mr.  Jones' 
services  were  solicited  in  that  capacity." 

ROADS,   MILITIA   PRECINCTS,   LICENSES,   ETC. 

At  later  meetings  of  the  first  County  Commissioners'  Court,  composed  of 
Captain  Leonard  Ross,  John  Shaw  and  William  Ward,  provisions  were  made  for 
laying  out  new  roads,  with  Daniel  Shinn,  Clarendon  Ross  and  Ebenezer  Franklin 
named  as  road-viewers;  a  ferry  license,  for  $1.00,  was  issued  to  James  McDonald 
for  his  boat  service  across  the  Mississippi  River  to  Louisiana  (Missouri);  three 
militia  precincts  were  established  for  protection  against  Indians;  a  board  of  over- 
seers of  the  poor  was  appointed;  and  recommendations  were  made  for  a  number  of 
Justices  of  the  Peace. 


JOHN   KINZIE:    JUSTICE   OF   THE   PEACE 

As  Pike  County,  at  this  time,  embraced  practically  all  of  northern  Illinois,  it 
was  found  that  a  county  Justice  of  the  Peace  was  required  in  the  log  village  of 
Chicago.  And  so  the  commissioners  of  Pike  County  recommended  John  Kinzie  "as 
a  fit  and  suitable  person"  for  Justice  of  the  Peace.  He  was  one  of  Chicago's  first 
settlers  and  a  "founding  father"  of  the  present  metropolis  on  Lake  Michigan. 

FIRST   MURDER   TRIAL 

At  the  Circuit  Court's  first  session  in  Pike  County,  held  October  1,  1821, 
two  Indians  were  tried  "for  the  murder  of  a  Frenchman."  Aside  from  the  two  Ind- 
ians involved,  one  of  whom  was  fined  25  cents  and  imprisoned  for  twenty-four 
hours  and  the  other  found  not  guilty  when  it  was  shown  the  killing  was  accident- 
al, this  trial  is  of  interest  because  of  several  other  personalities  concerned  in 
it. 

The  judge  who  sat  on  the  bench  that  day  was  John  Reynolds,  afterwards  to 
become  governor  of  Illinois  and  the  author  of  numerous  books  and  pamphlets  on 
pioneer  life  in  the  Prairie  State.  When  the  two  Indians  were  brought  before  him, 
Judge  John  Reynolds  appointed  a  young  attorney,  Daniel  P.  Cook,  to  represent 
them.  Cook  was  later  to  become  an  outstanding  member  of  Congress  and  the  man 
after  whom  Cook  County,  in  which  Chicago  is  located,  was  named.  Among  the 
grand  jurors  at  the  "Indian"  trial  was  Ebenezer  Franklin,  first  settler  of  Pike 
County. 

GEORGE   DAVENPORT'S  LICENSE 

Another  early  tavern  license  granted  by  the  commissioners  of  newly-organized 
Pike  County  was  to  George  Davenport,  who  then  lived  in  a  double  log  cabin  on 
Rock  Island,  in  the  Mississippi  River.  It  was  George  Davenport  who  later  became 
one  of  the  co-founders  of  Rock  Island,  a  village  out  of  which  grew  the  present 
"Quad  Cities"  of  northern  Illinois,  which  include  Davenport  (Iowa),  named  after 
the  man  who  once  had  paid  $3-00  into  the  treasury  of  Pike  County  for  permission 
to  operate  a  tavern. 

ATLAS  NAMED  NEW  COUNTY  SEAT 

In  1823  the  state  legislature  ordered  that  the  county  seat  of  Pike  be  removed 
from  Coles'  Grove  (at  that  time  Pike  County  included  what  later  became  Calhoun 
County  and  Coles'  Grove,  in  the  latter  county,  afterwards  was  re-named  Gilead)  to 
the  village  of  Atlas.  One  reason  for  this  move  was  that  Colonel  William  Ross, 
founder  of  Atlas,  had  presented  a  deed  for  one  acre  of  ground  to  the  county,  this 
land  to  be  used  for  a  county  courthouse,  etc. 

In  the  same  year,  a  vacancy  occurred  in  the  County  Commissioners'  Court 
when    Ossian   M.    Ross   (historians  do   not   tell   us   whether  he   was   related   to  the 


Rosses  of  Atlas  Township)  resigned  to  become  the  first  sheriff  of  Fulton  County  — 
a  new  county  formed  out  of  a  portion  of  Pike  County.  Ossian  M.  Ross  was  not 
only  the  "father"  of  Fulton  County  but  the  founder  of  Lewistown,  second  largest 
city  in  that  county. 

ALFRED  BISSELL 

Recorded  as  the  first  to  raise  apples  in  Pike  County  was  Alfred  Bissell, 
who  arrived  in  1823  and  settled  on  a  tract  about  a  mile  north  of  the  present  vil- 
lage of  New  Hartford.  But  he  did  not  long  remain  in  the  county,  selling  his  land 
to  a  man  named  Brown.  At  the  time  Alfred  Bissell  planted  his  apple  orchard, 
James  Stark  was  already  in  business  as  a  nurseryman  across  the  Mississippi 
River  at  Louisiana,  Missouri.  It  is  not  known,  however,  if  Bissell  obtained  the 
seeds  for  his  apple  orchard  from  Stark,  who  founded  his  nursery  in  1816. 

COURTHOUSE   BUILT 

With  Atlas  now  the  county  seat  of  Pike,  a  courthouse  was  soon  under  con- 
struction on  the  ground  donated  by  Colonel  Ross.  This  first  courthouse  was  a 
log  building,  sixteen  by  eighteen  feet  in  size,  and  was  built  by  Daniel  Shinn.  He 
received  $6.00  for  cutting  and  hauling  the  logs  used  in  the  construction  of  the 
courthouse,  and  $26.00  for  making  puncheon  desks  and  chairs  and  finishing  the 
edifice.  In  addition  to  county  business,  this  courthouse  was  used  for  school 
purposes  too,  the  first  teacher  here  being  John  Jay  Ross,  son  of  Captain  Leonard 
Ross. 

VISIT   OF   CHIEF   KEOKUK 

Although  Indians  were  still  in  the  area  during  Pike  County's  earliest  days, 
they  were,  on  the  whole,  peacefully  inclined  towards  the  white  settlers— at  least 
until  the  outbreak  of  the  Black  Hawk  War  in  1832.  An  instance  of  this  friendly 
attitude  occurred  in  1824  when  the  old  Indian  chief,  Keokuk,  and  about  500  of 
his  tribesmen  encamped  for  an  over-night  stay  on  Sny  Island,  a  long  bar  of  land 
in  the  Mississippi  River  just  west  of  the  village  of  Atlas.  But  before  camping 
here.  Chief  Keokuk  sent  word  to  the  settlers  at  Atlas  that  no  harm  would  be  done 
to  them.  After  staging  a  war  dance  that  night  around  their  camp  fires,  the  Keokuk 
redmen  continued  on  their  way  down  the  Mississippi,  their  mission  being  to  fight 
a  band  of  enemy  Indians  below  St.  Louis. 

PITTSFIELD   FOUNDED 

It  was  in  1833,  one  year  after  the  close  of  the  Black  Hawk  War,  that  a  new 
nty  seat,  one  more  centrally  located  than  Atlas,  was  platted  and  given  the 
le  "Pittsfield"  after  the  town  in  Massachusetts  from  which  came  the  Rosses 
and  many  other  early  settlers  of  Pike  County.  The  new  county  seat  was  laid  out 
on  a  quarter  section  of  land  purchased  for  $200  from  the  government. 
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Immediately  after  Pittsfield  was  laid  out,  a  new  courthouse  was  built  for 
the  county  by  Israel  N.  Burt,  who  received  about  $2,000  for  his  work.  A  few 
years  later,  however,  this  edifice,  a  simple,  frame  building,  was  found  to  be 
outmoded.  Plans  were  then  made  for  a  still  newer,  and  more  imposing,  court- 
house, and  this  was  completed  in  1839  at  a  cost  of  $15,000.  It  was  a  brick  edifice 
and  stood  in  the  center  of  the  Public  Square  at  Pittsfield. 

"TOM   SAWYER"   IN   PIKE   COUNTY 

One  of  the  most  exciting  parts  of  Mark  Twain's  great  classic  of  boyhood, 
"The  Adventures  of  Tom  Sawyer,"  has  for  its  locale  an  island  in  the  Mississippi 
River  that  was  part  of  Pike  County.  In  the  book  this  island  is  referred  to  as 
Jackson  Island.  It  was  here  that  Tom  Sawyer,  Huck  Finn  and  Joe  Harper  set  up  a 
camp  after  disappearing  from  their  homes  on  a  raft,  here  they  heard  cannon  shots 
being  fired  in  an  attempt  to  bring  their  "bodies"  to  the  surface  ot  the  Missis- 
sippi, and  here  they  were  frightened  by  a  severe  thunder  storm.  This  whole 
episode  is  believed  to  have  been  based  on  personal  experiences  in  Mark  Twain's 
boyhood.  He  grew  up  in  Hannibal,  located  just  across  from  Pike  County  in  Mis- 
souri. Today,  this  part  of  the  Mississippi  River  is  spanned  by  the  modern  Mark 
Twain  Memorial  Bridge. 

LAWYER   LINCOLN   AT   PITTSFIELD 

Among  the  circuiting-riding  lawyers  who  frequently  appeared  at  "court 
week"  sessions  in  the  Pike  County  courthouse  at  Pittsfield  was  Abraham  Lin- 
coln. At  that  time,  both  judges  and  lawyers  followed  a  circuit  of  several  counties, 
and  "court  week"  in  any  county  seat  town  was  usually  an  event  of  great  import- 
ance to  the  settlers  of  the  countryside. 

Two  years  before  he  was  elected  the  nation's  chief  executive,  Abraham 
Lincoln  spoke  to  a  large  crowd  in  Pittsfield.  The  site  of  this  address,  delivered 
on  October  1,  1858,  is  marked  by  a  boulder  in  Central  Park,  main  recreation  spot 
of  Pittsfield. 

In  addition  to  Governor  John  Reynolds,  another  who  early  sat  as  a  circuit 
judge  in  Pike  County  was  Senator  Stephen  A.  Douglas,  celebrated  opponent  of 
Lincoln's  in  the  great  Lincoln-Douglas  Debates.  A  one-time  prosecuting  attorney 
who  traveled  the  circuit  which  included  Pike  County  was  Thomas  Ford,  after- 
wards to  become  governor  of  Illinois.  Another  who  later  was  elected  governor, 
Richard  Yates,  also  appeared  as  a  lawyer  in  Pittsfield  on  a  number  of  occasions. 

THE   CIVIL   WAR 

When  President  Lincoln  announced  his  call  for  75,000  volunteers  at  the 
outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  in  1861,  the  men  of  Pike  County  quickly  responded  to 
the  summons  and  in  a  few  days  were  forming  companies  of  Union  troops.  Many  of 


these    men   remembered   President   Lincoln   as   a   frequent   visitor  to    their  county, 
and  they  lost  no  time  in  showing  their  devotion  to  him. 

Pike  County's  part  in  the  Civil  \?'ar  is  succinctly  stated  in  an  old  county 
historical  work,  which  says:  "According  to  the  census  of  1860,  the  county  had 
a  population  of  27,182.  The  war,  however,  continued  for  several  years,  and  the 
county  increased  in  population;  accordingly,  we  will  place  the  population  in 
round  numbers  at  30,000.  There  are  five  persons  to  every  voter,  according  to  the 
customary  basis  of  reckoning.  That  would  make  the  number  of  men  in  the  county 
6,000.  Pike  County  put  in  the  field  3,132  men,  this  being  over  one-half  her 
voters." 

NICOLAY   AND   HAY 

Two  early  residents  of  Pike  County  who  emerged  into  national  prominence 
in  the  years  after  the  Civil  War  were  John  Hay  and  John  G.  Nicolay.  Both  are 
best  known  in  American  history  for  their  joint  biography  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  a 
monumental  ten-volume  work  that  was  begun  when  Hay  and  Nicolay  were  serving 
as  secretaries  to  President  Lincoln.  Although  reared  in  nearby  Warsaw  (in  Han- 
cock County),  John  Hay  spent  much  of  his  boyhood  in  Pittsfield  where  his  uncle, 
Milton  Hay,  was  a  pioneer  attorney.  It  was  at  Pittsfield,  too,  that  John  Hay 
attended  school  and  met  many  educated  folk  who  influenced  his  youthful  mind. 

A  native  of  Germany,  John  G.  Nicolay  was  six  years  old  when  brought  by 
his  family  to  Pike  County.  He  was  educated  in  the  county,  and,  on  attaining 
maturity,  became  a  reporter  on  the  Pittsfield  Free  Press.  Later  he  served  as 
editor  of  that  paper.  Subsequently,  he  went  to  Springfield,  Illinois,  to  study  law, 
and  there  first  became  acquainted  with  Lincoln.  At  that  time  John  Hay  was  also 
in  Springfield  studying  law.  Both  young  men  attracted  the  attention  of  Lincoln, 
who  took  them  with  him  to  Washington  when  he  became  President. 

"PIKE   COUNTY   BALLADS" 

In  addition  to  his  Lincoln  biography,  John  Hay  wrote  numerous  other  books 
during  his  later  career  as  a  diplomat  and  statesman  (he  was  the  formulator  of  the 
American  "open  door"  policy  in  China).  One  of  his  volumes  that  became  widely 
read  was  "Pike  County  Ballads,"  a  collection  of  narrative  poems  about  life  in 
Pike  County.  Since  it  was  first  published  in  1871,  this  book  has  become  some- 
thing of  an  American  classic,  reflecting  as  it  does  various  aspects  of  life  in 
what  might  be  termed  a  typical  county  of  inland  America.  One  of  the  most  popular 
poems  in  the  volume  is  "Jim  Bludso,  of  the  Prairie  Belle,"  which  recounts  the 
heroism  of  a  steamboat  engineer. 

SNY   ISLAND   LEVEE 

An  early  reclamation  project  in  Pike  County  was  the  building  of  the  Sny 
Island    Levee,    an    improvement    that   was    completed    in    1874    and    that    reclaimed 


more  than  100,000  acres  of  land  on  the  Mississippi  River  side  of  the  county. 
"This  levee,"  says  a  contemporary  account,  "is  by  far  the  largest  above  Vicks- 
burg,  being  about  52  miles  in  length,  commencing  on  a  sand  ridge  in  Adams 
county,  and  extending  into  Calhoun  county  ...  A  few  farms  were  opened  in  the 
bottom  before  the  construction  of  the  levee,  but  since  that  work  was  completed 
the  land  is  becoming  pretty  well  covered  with  farms,  occupied  by  a  good  indus- 
trious class  of  citizens.  The  time  may  come  when  the  dwellers  in  this  land  will 
become  a  power  in  the  county." 


PIKE   COUNTY   TODAY 

According  to  the  1950  census  (the  last  taken),  Pike  County  has  a  total  pop- 
ulation of  22,155,  and,  in  this  respect,  ranks  1,312th  among  the  3,103  counties 
of  the  United  States.  It  has  an  area  of  829  square  miles  and  a  density  of  about 
27  inhabitants  per  square  mile.  Unlike  many  counties  in  Illinois,  however.  Pike 
has  a  larger  rural  population  than  it  has  urban.  The  figures  show  that  3,564  of 
its  inhabitants  are  urban  dwellers,  whereas  9,350  are  rural  non-farm  dwellers  and 
9,241  are  rural  farm  dwellers. 


^*^ithin  the  total  population  of  the  county  there  are  6,065  families,  consist- 
ing of  two  or  more  persons  related  by  blood  or  marriage.  The  median  (average) 
income  for  these  families  in  1949  (when  the  last  such  figures  were  taken)  was 
$2,112.  The  total  number  of  employed  persons  in  the  county  is  8,044,  of  which 
the  largest  number  (3,314  or  41.2  per  cent)  are  engaged  in  agricultural  work. 

There  are  2,439  farms  in  Pike  County,  occupying  a  total  of  486,000  acres. 
The  average  value  of  land  and  buildings  per  farm  is  $19,498.  In  1949  (when  such 
figures  were  last  obtained)  the  value  of  all  farm  products  sold  that  year  was 
$15,932,000.  Farm  expenditures  in  the  same  year,  which  included  feed  for  live- 
stock and  poultry  and  wages  for  hired  labor,  amounted  to  $3,382,000. 
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PITTSFIELD 

Principal  city  of  Pike  County  and  seat  of  the  county  is  Pittsfield.  Its  pop- 
ulation in  1950  was  3,564,  an  increase  of  23.6  per  cent  over  the  1940  figure.  The 
city  is  located  at  the  intersection  of  US  54  and  State  107.  As  the  story  of  Pitts- 
field  is  largely  the  story  of  Pike  County,  many  references  to  it  will  be  found  in 
the  opening  narrative  of  this  book. 

One  of  the  outstanding  sights  of  Pittsfield  is  the  Pike  County  Courthouse, 
an  ornate,  three-story  edifice  of  Indiana  limestome.  It  was  built  in  1894  and  its 
designer  was  Henry  Elliott.  Another  sight  in  the  city  is  Central  Park,  which, 
among  other  features,  contains  a  boulder  marking  the  spot  where  Abraham  Lin- 
coln spoke  to  a  large  crowd  of  Pike  County  citizens  on  October  1,  1858. 

Pittsfield  city  is  located  in  Pittsfield  Township,  which  has  a  total  popu- 
lation of  3,884.  Among  the  earliest  settlers  of  the  township  were  Joel  Moore, 
Ephraim  Cannon  and  Moses  Riggs.  It  was  in  1833  that  Pittsfield  was  founded 
and  designated  county  seat.  It  was  named  after  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts.

Largest  community  of  Atlas  Township  is  Rockport,  with  a  population  of 
282.  It  is  located  on  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  and  is  a  trading 
center  of  the  surrounding  agricultural  area.  The  township  in  which  it  is  located 
has  a  total  population  of  1,213.  The  first  settler  of  Atlas  Township  was  Eben- 
ezer  Franklin,  who  also  was  the  first  settler  of  Pike  County,  arriving  in  1820. 
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ATLAS 

A  community  of  93  inhabitants,  Atlas  "has  the  distinction  of  being  the  oldest 
town  in  Pike  County.  It  was  platted  in  1823  by  Colonel  William  Ross  and  in  that 
same  year  became  the  county  seat  of  Pike.

It 
is  located  on  US  36.  Barry  was  platted  in  the  early  1830's  by  Calvin  R.  Stone, 
member  of  the  firm  of  Stone,  Field  &  Marks,  of  St.  Louis.  In  1872  the  town  was 
incorporated  as  a  city. 

Barry  is  the  only  community  in  Barry  Township,  which  has  a  total  popula- 
tion of  2,049.  Recorded  as  the  first  settlers  of  the  township  were  the  Rev.  David 
Edwards  and  a  man  named  Hadley.  They  arrived  in  1824.  Among  early  pioneers 
of  the  township  were  the  Rev.  William  M.  Blair  and  his  wife  and  sons.

CHAMBERSBURG 

One  of  the  oldest  villages  in  Pike  County  is  Chambersburg.  It  was  surveyed 
and  laid  out  in  1833  by  Seabourn  Gilmore  and  B.  B.  Metz.  First  settlers  of  the 
of  the  community  were  Messrs.  Mcintosh  and  Givens,  who  conducted  a  distillery 
and  general  store  here  before  the  town  was  platted.  Today,  Chambersburg  has  a 
population  of  184. 

Chambersburg  is  the  only  community  in  Chambersburg  Township,  the  popu- 
lation of  which  is  392.  First  settlers  of  the  township  were  James  Wells,  Samuel 
Atchison,  a  Mr.  Brewster  and  a  Mr.  Van  Woy.  All  of  them  arrived  in  1822.  Their 
first  homes  here  were  of  log  construction.

EL    DARA 

In  the  center  of  Derry  Township  lies  the  village  of  El  Dara.  It  has  a  popu- 
lation of  137  and  serves  as  a  trading  center  of  the  farming  area  around  it.  The 
village  was  founded  in  1836  by  Nathaniel  Winters  and  at  first  was  called  Wash- 
ington. During  the  Mexican  War,  however,  its  name  was  changed  to  El  Dara,  after 
an  attractive  town  in  Mexico.  This  village  is  the  only  community  in  Derry  Town- 
ship, which  has  a  population  of  539.  Said  to  have  been  the  first  settler  of  the 
township  was  David  W.  Howard,  who  came  in  1826.  Not  long  afterwards,  William 
and  Joseph  Hornback  arrived  and,  later,  took  an  active  part  in  township  affairs.

Kinderhook  is  among  the  oldest  communities  of  Pike  County,  having  been 
established  in  1836.  Its  founders  were  Chester  Churchill  and  Bridge  Whitten. 
First  settler  in  the  town  was  Peter  Harper.  The  first  store  was  conducted  by 
Chester  Churchill.  Today,  Kinderhook  has  a  population  of  299.

SEEHORN 

In  the  northwest  corner  of  Pike  County,  near  the  Mississippi  River,  is  lo- 
cated the  village  of  Seehorn,  with  a  population  of  95.  It  is  the  principal  community 
of  Levee  Township,  which  lies  across  the  Mississippi  from  the  leading  Missouri 
city  of  Hannibal.  The  population  of  the  township  is  218. 


SHEPHERD 

Another  community  in  Levee  Township  is  Shepherd,  with  a  population  of  80. 
It  is  served  by  the  postoffice  at  nearby  Hull  (in  Kinderhook  Township).  Shepherd 
is  located  adjacent  to  the  Mississippi  River  and  from  it  may  be  observed  the  city 
of  Hannibal,  in  Missouri.

The  township  in  which  it  is  located,  Martinsburg, 
has  a  population  of  685.  First  settler  of  the  township  was  Fisher  Petty,  who 
came  in  1825. 

MARTINSBURG 

Another  community  in  Martinsburg  Township  is  Martinsburg,  with  a  popula- 
tion of  74.  It,  also,  is  served  by  the  postoffice  at  nearby  Pittsfield.  The  village 
was  laid  out  in  1836  by  William  Freeman  and  John  Kingsbury.  About  seventy-five 
years  ago  a  description  of  Martinsburg  read  thus:  "It  contains  one  general  store, 
a  blacksmith  shop,  two  churches,  a  schoolhouse,  etc."

Largest  community  of  Montezuma  Township,  which  borders  on  the  Illinois 
River,  is  Milton,  with  a  population  of  337.  The  village  was  platted  in  1835  by 
Freeman  Tucker.  Several  years  earlier,  a  log  cabin  home  was  built  here  by  Wil- 
liam Kenney.  The  township  in  which  Milton  is  located,  Montezuma,  has  a  popula- 
tion of  841.  An  early  resident  of  Milton  was  Frederick  Franklin,  son  of  Pike 
County's  first  settler,  Ebenezer  Franklin. 


MONTEZUMA 

Another  community  in  Montezuma  Township  is  the  village  of  Montezuma, 
with  a  population  of  56.  It  is  located  on  the  Illinois  River.  Originally  a  river 
landing,  Montezuma  was  platted  about  1836  and  was  later  enlarged  by  Joel  Meach- 
arn,  who  ran  a  ferry  at  this  point. 
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BEDFORD 

Also  on  the  Illinois  River,  in  Montezuma  Township,  is  the  village  of  Bed- 
ford, with  a  population  of  42.  It  was  laid  out  in  1836  by  David  Hodge.  For  some 
years  afterwards,  Bedford  was  an  important  shipping  point  for  grain,  pork  and 
other  agricultural  products.

NEWBURG    TOWNSHIP 

A  small  portion  of  Pittsfield  city,  containing  274  inhabitants,  lies  in  New- 
burg  Township.  Otherwise,  the  township  is  without  any  town  or  village.  It  is  a 
rural  region  with  a  total  population  of  894.

In  the  southern  portion  of  Pike  County,  on  the  Chicago  &  Alton  Railroad, 
may  be  found  the  town  of  Pleasant  Hill,  with  a  population  of  856.  It  is  rhe  only 
community  of  Pleasant  Hill  Township.  The  town  was  founded  in  1836  by  Eli 
Hubbard,  Charles  Hubbard  and  John  McMuUen.  It  was  incorporated  as  a  town  in 
1869.  The  population  of  Pleasant  Hill  Township  today  is  1,471.  Recorded  as  the 
first  settlers  of  the  township  are  Belus  and  Egbert  Jones,  brothers,  who  came  in 
1821.  Here  they  conducted  the  first  tavern  in  Pike  County,  their  license  having 
been  the  first  order  of  business  at  the  first  session  of  the  Pike  County  board  of 
commissioners.

NEW    CANTON 

In  the  center  of  Pleasant  Vale  Township,  near  Kiser  Creek,  lies  the  town 
of  New  Canton,  with  a  population  of  449.  Through  it  runs  State  96  and  the  Chi- 
cago, Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad.  The  town  was  founded  in  1835  by  Charles  T. 
Brewster,  Hiram  Smith  and  Jesse  Tittsworth.  The  township  in  which  New  Canton 
is  located  has  a  present  population  of  935.  Its  first  settlers  were  John  Wood  and 
Willard  Keyes,  who  came  in  1821.  Both  of  these  men  afterwards  founded  the  city 
of  Quincy,  in  Adams  County.  At  a  later  date,  John  Wood  became  governor  of 
Illinois.

Another  community  in  Pleasant  Vale  Township  is  Brewster,  a  hamlet  lying 
southeast  of  New  Canton  on  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad.  It  is 
served  by  the  postoffice  at  New  Canton.  The  hamlet  was  named  after  Charles  T. 
Brewster,  early  settler  of  the  township.

In  the  southwest  corner  of  Pike  County,  near  the  Mississippi  River,  is  situ- 
ated the  village  of  Pike,  with  a  population  of  73-  It  is  located  on  the  Chicago, 
Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad.  Across  the  Mississippi  River,  at  this  point,  may 
be  seen  the  Missouri  city  of  Louisiana,  site  of  the  famous  Stark  Brothers  Nurs- 
ery, one  of  the  largest  and  oldest  in  the  United  States.  The  village  of  Pike  is  in 
Ross  Township,  which  has  a  population  of  188.  It  was  named  after  Colonel  Wil- 
liam Ross,  early  and  influential  settler  of  Pike  County.

The  U.  S.  Statute  Mile  is  5,280  feet  in 
length.  On  the  Continent  most  of  the  old 
miles,  which  varied  in  length  from  about  3,300 
feet  to  over  36,000  feet,  have  been  replaced, 
officially  at  least,  by  the  kilometer,  which  equals 
0.6214  statute  mUe  or  3,280.8  feet. 

The  Nautical,   Geographic,  or  Sea  Mile 

at  any  place  is  considered,  for  purposes  of  navi- 
gation, to  be  equal  to  the  length  of  one  minute 
of  latitude  at  that  place. 

The  U.  S.  Nautical  Mile  is  6,080.20  feet  in 
length  and  equal  to  one-sixtieth  of  a  degree  of  a 
great  circle  of  a  sphere  whose  surface  is  equal  in 
area  to  the  area  of  the  surface  of  the  earth 
(Clarke's  spheroid  of  1866). 

The  Knot  is  a  measure  of  speed ;  a  speed  of  one 
knot  being  a  speed  of  one  nautical  mile  an  hour. 

A  Nautical  Mile — 1.1516  statute  miles;  a 
Fathom  —  6  feet;  a  Cable  —  100  fathoms  or 
600  feet  or  approximately  0.1  nautical  mile. 

To  convert  statute  miles  into  nautical  miles. 
multiply  statute  miles  by  0.8684;  to  convert 
nautical  miles  into  statute  mUes,  multiply 
nautical  miles  by  1.1516,  or  roughly  11/7. 

United  States  Air  Forces  and  the  Navy  use 
the  knot  as  the  standard  aeronautical  unit  of 
speed  and  the  nautical  mile  as  the  correspond- 
ing unit  of  distance.
